One reason this war has come-— 
one reason why other wars will 
come—is because nations are secre- 
tive as to their intentions toward 
one another and do not in advance 
outline their thoughts and purposes. 

If England had sald before the 
war, “If France is attacked by the 
eentral powers we will join her,” 
Germany would in all human prob- 
ability have consented to a confer- 
ence as proposed by Grey. 

If we had said before this war 
what I shall say tonight, the war 
in all human probability would not 
have occurred. It would have been 
notice to each of the belligerents 
that we are fundamentally opposed 
to certain policies and that we would

It is plain that this war could not 
have come only as it did, suddenly 
and out of secret counsels, without 
warning to the world, without dis- 
cussion, without any of the deliber- 
ate movements of counsel with 
which it would seem natural to ap- 
proach so stupenduous a contest. 

It is probable that if it had been 
foreseen just what would happen, 
just what alliances would be form- 
ed, just what forces arrayed against 
one another, those who brought the 
great contest on would have been 
glad to substitute conference for 
force.

A less sensitive 
man than Wilson would have been 
irritated and, like the belligerents, 
the President showed signs of 
nerves that were rasped. From this 
period dates his suspicion of allied 
motives in the war, which was not 
entirely dissipated by copartnership 
against Germany after 1917 and 
was intensified during the peace 
conference. 

After long delay the British and 
French had replied to the Ameri- 
can note of protest of the previous 
autumn. It did not make for a 
cordial understanding. 

A month later another upset of 
nerves threatened and over an 
equally small detail, when the 
American counter protest, in an- 
swer to the allied explanation of 
mail seizures, was sent to the Brit- 
ish without a duplicate to the 
French.

That is, the government saves in 
salary an average of over $600 per 
year on every employe retired. Be- 
fore retirement these employes cost 
the government more than $15,000,- 
000 per annum. After retirement 
the cost, as long as they live, is 
about one-half of this amount or 
about $7,000,000. 

According to the actuaries’ state- 
ment, these employes were giving 
in return for the $15,000,000 paid 
them as salaries about $4,000,000 
or $5,000,000 worth of service. So, 
normally, instead of costing the goy- 
ernment, retirement will be saving 
it money. Those on the retired list 
will be costing the government from 

200 to $300 less per year than 
before retirement. 

Retirement will weed the govern- 
ment service of all inefficient em- 
pioves, and enable the employe to 
devote his undivided efforts to the 
government without continually 
thinking of the future and also of 
his dear ones’ future to be guaran- 
teed, and this at no additional cost 
to the government. 

The United States is proud of its 
record of being the first and mosi

ADVISORY PARK BOARD 
REPORTED TO SENATE 


District Committee Recom- 
mends Bill to Create Body 
With Wide Scope. 


PROVISIONS BROADENED 


The Senate District committee 
yesterday favorably reported a bill 
to create a National Capital park 
and planning commission as purely 
an advisory body, but with a wide 
scope in that capacity. 

Objectionable provisions in the 
measure as passed by the House 
were eliminated at a conference of 
District Commissioner Bell, Maj. U. 
S. Grant 3@a.director of public 
building and parks, and other in- 
terested sen ti committee ac- 
cepted the proposed amendments 
that would leave no doubt as to the 
advisory nature of the commission, 
but at the instan f Senator King, 
of Srphaandwenenorte © oh scope to take 
in every element of city planning. 

As reported by the committee, 
two instead of one of the four ‘“‘emi- 
nent citizens’’ to be members of the 
body shall be bonafide residents of 
the District. The clause providing 
that it shall be the duty of the ex- 
officio members of the commission 
to ‘‘adhere in principle’ to the de- 
cisions of the commission, was eli- 
minated. 

Commissioner Bell contended 
that this clause mizht be used to 
embarrass him in his capacity as 
engineer commissioner. zoning com- 
missioner and _ utilities commis- 
sioner. 

As now drafted the bill provides 
that the commission composed of 
seven ex officio members and four 
citizens shall make ‘‘recommenda- 
tions as to traffic and transporta- 
tion, plats and subdivisions, high- 
ways, parks and parkways, school 
sites and playgrounds, housing, 
building and zoning regulations, 
public and private buildings, 
bridges and waterfronts, commerce 
and industry and other proper ele- 
ments of city planning.”’ 

This provision is slightly broader 
than that in the bill which passed 
the House. The House provision 
was considerably modified by the 
conferees, but Senator King insisted 
that it be broadened to deal with 
the type of dwellings which are be- 
ing erected in the northwest section 
of the city and which he declares 
are an “‘outrage.’’ The zoning com- 
mission has been negligent. in its 
duty in permitting the erection of 
the group dwellings, he says, and 
Senator Capper, chairman of the 
committee agrees with him. 

Although the bill now makes it 
plain that the commission shall be 
purely advisory, its proponents con- 
tend that the provisions setting 
forth its purpose give sufficient 
moral support to any of its deci- 
sions for the proper adherence by 
the various executive authorities 
having to do with the elements of 
city planning.

Balkan Accord Urged 
By Carnegie Report 


New York, March 6 {By A, F.). 
A Balkan ‘‘Locarno”’’ was proposed 
aus a solution of the Balkan problem 
in a report of the Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Peace made 
public by Nicholas Murray Butler, 
president, 

The principal obstacle to Balkan 
peace, the report states, is the dis- 
sention between Greece and Serbia 
over the port of Salonica, Slav mi- 
norities in Greece and the Macedo- 
nian railroad from Salonica to the 
Serbian frontier. 

The report suggests that the 
League of Nations might investi- 
gate the situation, and predicts that 
if an appeal is made to the league, 
the Greek government will not op- 
pose such intervention.

‘**“And,’’ he continued, ‘‘unless 
something is done about it, and 
this mighty soon, the farmer won' 
have a leg to stand on; for, with the 
recent infringements of Wall street 
and the blows being leveled against 
alfalfa and other necessary crops, 
this country is liable to turn over- 
night into something it never was 
intended to be.’ 

He accepted. the

Purpose [Is Outlined. 


The object of the new party, ac- 
cording to Charles P. Light, secre- 
tary-treasurer, is to rl the govern- 
ment of all city-bred men and wom- 
en and place in power only those 
who are members of the Alfalfa 
club; men who have helped plant 
‘“‘the great, green, glorious fields of 
alfalfa with which the nation fiour- 
ishes and without which there 
would be no prosperity.”’ 

Secretary of Agriculture Jardine 
read a scientific paper on alfalfa, 
and announced the discovery of a 
new species of the celebrated plant, 
a lineal descendant of the yellow- 
flowered alfalfa that was brought 
to the United States in the early 
eighties from Germany. The new 
alfalfa, according to Secretary Jar- 
dine, is one of the outstanding dis- 
coveries of the Department of Agri- 
culture under his regime. All de- 
tails, as yet, have not been made 
public and. will not be until the 
time is ripe for the farmers of this 
country to undertake cultivation in 
an extensive manner, the Secretary 
announced. 

He asked support of the Alfalfa 
club in a nation-wide plan of edu- 
cation whereby the farmers of every 
State in the Union would be visited

by members of the club and made 


acquainted with the proper methods 
of raising the new species of al- 
falfa. He termed the latest species 
luna alfalfa, an entirely different 
breed from the Peruvian variety, 
which is extensively cultivated in 
this country. 


New Species a Cross. 


“This latest addition to the al- 
falfa family,’ said the Secretary, 
“really is a cross between the old 
North German Lloyd branch and 
the West Central India_ species, 
coming in three succinct and differ- 
ent forms—the erect, the prostrate 
and the recumbent.’ Further than 
that, the Secretary refused to go. 

The annual meeting of the Al- 
falfa club got under way amid 
scenes of storm and distress, al- 
most amounting to a riot, when a 
delegation of disgruntled farmers 
from the middle Western States, 
led by a belligerent from lowa, 
broke in on the banquet floor and 
demanded attention. They were 
told by the president of the club, 
Edgar C. Snyder, that all griev- 
ances of the Alfalfa club members 
would, hereafter, be referred to 
the following committee on com- 
plaints and grievances: Miles 
Poindexter, Ambassador to Peru;

The alliance leaders | 
are pleading that the bill be re-| 
ported favorably in the belief that 
if they get it into the House they 
will be able to pass it. 

On the other side, Dr. C. S. Long- 
acre, secretary of the Religious Lib- 
erty association, and himself a Sev- 
enth Day Adventist, has brought to 
the fore the most prominent speak- 
ers he can gather in opposition. 
The hearings have been conducted, 
morning and afternoon, since Wed- 
nesday, and on each occasion the 
full class of the Washington Mis- 
sionary Institution has turned out 
against the measure. 

The conflict of religious beliefs 
has frequently developed in the 
hearings. Representative Hammer, 
of North Carolina, had a tilt with 
Dr. Abram Simon, of the Eighth 
Street temple. in which Dr. Simon 
describes Mr. Hammer’s attitude as 
“highly offensive.’”’ 

Dr. Simon, opposing the bill, said 
he saw no reason why people could 
not attend churth and afterwards 
enjoy innocent diversions. 


Asked About Commandments. 


‘Do you believe in the Ten Com- 
mandments?’’ asked Mr. Hammer. 

“Why, certainly I do,’’ replied Dr. 
Simon. 

“You are not preaching them,”’ 
pursued Mr. Hammer. “You are 
making sport of the Sabbath.”’ 

“Sir, I resent your statement; it 
is highly offensive,’’ retorted Dr. 
Simon. Dr. Simon pleaded for 
tolerance, and declared that he 
thought it was a confession of weak- 
ness on the part of the church when 
it sought ‘“‘legislative protection.’ 

Mr. Hammer has stated, however, 
that he is against any bill which 
will interfere with the religious 
convictions of others, although he 
believes there should be some kind 
of a ban on Sunday amusements 
here. 


Purpose Nearly Violated. 


The committee came within one 
mmute of violating the purpose of 
the bill last night when it worked 
until 11:59 o’clock. Representa- 
tive Houston, of Delaware, pointed 
out that the committee was about 
to go into Sunday and the meeting 
was abruptly adjourned. 

Cc. J. Columbus, secretary of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers as- 
sociation, said his organization was 
unalterably opposed to the bill. 
Melvin C. Sharpe, representing the 
Chamber of Commerce, said that 
while that organization ‘had not had 
opportunity to express itself on the 
pending bill it opposed a similar 
bill last year. 

E. L. Bowlby, secretary of the 
Lord’s Day alliance, asserted the 
proposed law for the District is 
not nearly as drastic as that in 
some States.

Mr. Richardson already was fa- 
mous when he came here as a cor- 
respondent. Wk@n the civil war 
started, he was editor of the Balti- 
more Republican and Argus. He 
and his father immediately an- 
nounced that their sympathies were 
with the Confederacy. 

The Richardsons’ 
plant was attacked by ‘a mob on 
several occasions, and, finally, in 
18638, it was suppressed by the army 
authorities. Mr. Richardson and 
his father were banished from Bal- 
iimore. 

The younger Richardson ran the 
blockade from Wilmington, N. C., 
10 Nassau and from there managed 
to get to New York. It was his 
plan to interview President Lin- 
colin. Upon his arrival in New 
York, he was arrested and was 
held a prisoner at Fort Delaware 
for more than a year. 

Maj. Alfred J. Stofer, veteran 
correspondent of the Birmingham 
News, declared yesterday that Mr. 
Richardson was one of the most 
popular journalists in the country 
in the reconstruction period. His A 
home then, Maj.

When the visit was through, Mr. 
Richardson realized that Mr. Cleve- 
land had, in fact, interviewed him. 
The President simply wanted to 
learn from Mr. Richardson. 


Saddened By Loss. 


The darkest day in Mr. Rich- 
ardson’s career was the day when 
his wife and his most intimate 
friend died. The friend was 
George W. Adams. Mrs. Richard- 
son and Mr. Adams died within a 
few hours of each other. 

Mr. Richardson became a mem- 
ber of the board of directors of 
the Evening Star Newspaper Co. in 
1890, following his appointment 
as trustee of the estate of Mr. 
Adams. 

Funeral services for Mr. Rich- 
ardson will be held tomorrow 
morning at 11 o'clock. from the 
home of his nephew, Beale R. 
Howard, 1410 § £4Sixteenth street 
northwest. Interment will be in 
St. James cemetery, My Lady’s 
Manor, Baltimore county, Md. 

Besides Mr. Howard, Mr. Rich- 
ardson is survived by two sisters, 
Mrs. Thomas M. Kent, and Mrs.

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GONCEAN i SUSPENDED 


Astonishing Corruption Shown 
in Violating Stockyards 
Act, Jardine Says. 


FOUR OTHERS PUNISHED 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The Chicago Producers Commis- 
sion association, one of the largest 
cooperative live stock market con- 
cerns in the country, was suspended 
for 30 days as a market agency by 
Secretary Jardine, of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, yesterday. 


The action was taken under the 
packers and stockyards act, after 
an investigation begun in December 
by the Secretary into whether there 
had been collusion in pricing live 
stock for sale, rebating and other 
unjust price discriminations. 

By another order the Secretary 
Suspended as registrants under the 
packers and stockyards act for five 
years Rankin Shefler, Thomas P. 
Evans, S. E. Williamson and J. P. 
Reilly, all dealers, who were named 
as respondents in the inquiry. 

John J. Airey and A. Shapiro, 
also named as respondents, were 
found not guilty of the allegations 
in the order of inquiry. 

“The evidence in this  case,”’ 
Secretary Jardine said, ‘clearly 
discloses an astounding state of 
corruption among certain of the 
employes of the respondent asso- 
ciation, and the commission of 
acts and indulgence in_ practices 
by them which constitute gross vio- 
lations of the packers and stock- 
yards act. 

He warned all responsible for 
the operation of any such coopera- 
tive enterprise of ‘‘the necessity 
of putting and keeping their house 
in order,’’ and that they ‘‘can not 
permit their supervision to be 
merely perfunctory.”’ 

The orders are effective 12 
after their receipt by the respon- 
dents.

Herr von Hoesch, the 
German Ambassador, rushed up at 
the last minute to say good-by. As 
he went into the coach, M. Briand, 
with a tired expression said: ‘I am 
going to sleep and think about 
things tomorrow.

Pierre Taittinger, deputy from 
Paris, introduced in the chamber 
today a resolution calling for dis- 
solution of that body and new 
elections, on the ground that it 
was impossible to find a _ stable 
majority in the present chamber to 
Support any government. 

Under the constitution, it is the 
president, with the advice and 
consent of the senate, who has the 
power to dissolve the chamber.

To this Chinese incident league 
officials link the somewhat 
plicable attitude of Turkey, who re- 
cently elaborated a treaty with Rus- 
sia. Greece has appealed to the 
league under the terms of the cove- 
nant on the ground that peace be- 
tween her and Turkey is placed in 
danger by a dispute over the fixa- 
tion of their frontier in eastern 
Thrace. Greece has asked that the 
permanent court of international 
justice define the prerogatives of 
the boundary commission instituted 
by the treaty of Lausanne. 

The league duly notified Angora 
of this appeal, hoping the Turkish 
government would send a represen- 
tative to the council to present the 
Turkish viewpoint. Thus far, how- 
ever, Turkey has ignored the .@m- 
munication. 

The league also requested that 
Turkey be represented at the coun- 
cil session to discuss the question 
of Mosul, which will come up again 
because the council must determine 
whether Great Britain has fulfilled 
all the conditions laid down con- 
cerning the renewal of her mandate 
over Irak before the Mosul terri- 
tory is included in the British man- 
date. Turkey also has ignored this 
communication. 

Officials in Geneva are wonder- 
ing whether this situation does not 
indicate that a common policy has 
been reached by Moscow, Peking 
and Angora calculated’ to weaken 
the league’s prestige in the Far 
East and the Near East at the 
very moment when Germany is 
making effective her choice of 
membership in the league rather 
than alliance with Russia against 
the league. 

On the eve of the gathering of 
the statesmen here, three solutions 
of the crisis over enlargement of 
the council are mentioned. The 
first, using M. Briand’s resignation 
as an excuse, would postpone the 
reconstruction of the council until 
the September meeting of the as- 
sembly. The second would elect 
Poland to an additionally created 
nonpermanent seat to offset the in- 
crease in permanent seats through 
the election of Germany. The 
third would elect both Germany 
and Spain to permanent seats and 
give Poland a nonpermanent seat.

The apprentice boy problem, long 

a bug-a-boo in the plumbing indus- 
try, seems in a fair way to be solved 
through the course in plumbing 
that has been inaugurated at the 
‘Abbot Vocational school, 
street and New Yok avenue north- 
west. 
i Twenty-five boys are enrolled in 
the plumbing course now. This 
number gradually will be increased 
until enough apprentices can be 
turned out to meet the needs of the 
master plumbers. 

Louis Conradis, 221 Rhode Island 
avenue northeast, for many years a 
‘prominent master plumber in this 
city, is the instructor in the pre- 
paratory course in plumbing at the 
school. The equipment in the shop 
has been furnished by the school 
‘bcard and by plumbing firms inter- 
sted in the work. 

“We do not aim to turn out fin- 
fied craftsmen,’’ Mr. Conradis said 
yesterday. ‘‘That can’t be done in 
iwo years. Our aim is to help the 
‘hoy prepare himself for the work 


and to make him an asset rather 
than a liability to his employer.”’ 


Hopes to Stop Drifting. 


Between 75 and 80 per cent of 
the boys. who start as plumbers’ ap- 
Prentices give up the work before 
they become journeymen plumbers, 
Mr. Conradis said. He predicted 
that 98 per cent of the boys who 
take the plumbing course at Abbot 
will continue in the trade, once they 
siart.. 

“Why is it that s 

tarry on?’ repeated Mr. Conradis. 
“In the first place, a great many 
of the boys go into the plumbing 
trade simply because they need a 
job. They have no special qualifi- 
cations for it and no love for it, and 
in the end most of them drift on to 
some other work. 
» “This drifting not only hurts the 
einployver but the boy himself. Some 
of these misfits are forced to stay 
in the trade by circumstances, but 
they remain poor craftsmen until 
the end of their days. 

“It is hardly likely that any of 
the boys who finish the two-year 
course here will drop out, once they 
have started in as apprentices. Nor 
is it likely they will be anything but 
first-class plumbers in the end. If 
they are not fitted for the work. 
they are almost certain to find it 
out in the two years they study 
here.’

REDUCTION OF TYPHOID 
DUE TO GOOD PLUMBING 


Heath Experts Give Credit to 
the Sanitary Engineer 
and Plumber, 


Twenty years ago, typhoid fever 
caused the death of thousands. In 
many parts of the country it still 
takes an annual toll of many hun- 
dred lives. Each year, however, 
lives lost by this diease are fewer. 

According to James Smith, 
plumbing and heating inspector of 
Winnipeg, the decreasing ratio of 
lives lost has been in direct propor- 
tion to the reduction in the number 
of open vaults and other primitive 
methods of sewage disposal. He 
says in Winnipeg in 1904 there 
were 1.606 cases of typhoid, while 
in 1922 there were only 19.

“When a master plumber pays a 
jorneyman plumber $11 a day, he 
expects him.to devote his time to 
his work,” said Mr. Conradis. 
“Therefore, he has little time to 
devote to instructing a boy. Again, 
the boy is being paid $2 a day, and 
the master plumber expects him to 
earn that sum doing actual work.. 
The result is that the boy will 
spend most of his time carrying 
pipes or tools to the journeyman or 
running errands.” 

The boys in the plumbing shop 
at the Abbot devote all their time 
to study. When they are not in the 

lumbing shop, they are studying 
lue-prints, mathematics, mechan- 
ical drawing, geography, history, or 
the like. 


Well Grounded in Theory. 


The grounding in theory that the 
boys get at the school will insure 
their becbming high-class crafts- 
men, Mr. Smith said. He prophesied 
that the plumber of the future, 
frained as he will be in a school, 
will elevate the trade. 

Two of the boys who are now 
taking the plumbing course are for- 

er high school students. The 

thers have all completed the 

seventh grade, this being one of the 
requirements for enrollment at the 
vocational school. 

The students at Abbot are, for 
the most part, boys whose parents 
can’t afford to give them a higher 
education, boys who don’t care for 


such an education or boys who like] 


to work with their hands. 

These boys are almost certain to 
find something to their liking at 
Abbot; for in addition to the course 
in plumbing there are two-year 
preparatory courses in painting and 

écorating, sheet metal work, print-

They realize that, as it now 
stands, the code calls for a high 
standard of scholarship on the part 
of the athletes and that this is a 
feature much to be desired. But, 
facing this two-sports rule, a coach 
cannot take advantage of the ath- 
letic material at his disposal and 
suffers in general competition with 
other schools. 


No doubt baseball in our high | 
schools has fallen from the stand- | 


ard set by the other sports, such as 
football and basketball, because 
many boys are barred from their 
high-school teams, having com- 
peted in football and basketball. 
These boys take the first two sports 
that come along in the year, and 
conseqpently some very good base- 
ball material is lost to every school. 


Opponents of the two-sports rule | 


contend that these same . boys, 
barred from scholastic baseball, 
join any sandlot team that cares to 
have them and participate under 
far more adverse circumstances 
than if under the care of competent 
instructors who have the proper 
facilities for, sport.

I. C, A. A. A. A. or elsewhere. 
The effect of the new ruling will 
‘be to bar men who have competed 
in Varsity éVvents from making a 


fresh start with a college in the I. |. 


C. A. A. A. A. Athletes, for in- 
stance, who have had one year of 
varsity competition elsewhere ‘will 
be allowed to enter I. C. A. A. A. A. 
meets for only two seasons, effec- 
tive next September. 


NOTHER rule change, af- 

fecting future outdoor 

championship meets will 
permit colleges to shift the en- 
try for any event if notice is 
given to’the referee up to 24 
hours before the meet. This 
privilege already exists for the 
indoor championships. 


The association — voted against 
reducing from 6 to 5 miles the 
distance of the annual varsity 
cross-country championship race 
held in November. This praposal 
was recommended by the execu- 


itive committee, but failed to get 


the necessary two-thirds majority 
if today’s meeting, although the 
vote showed ten colleges in favor 
of it and only niné against.

M. BRIAND’S DEFEAT. 

Premier Briand’s long 
fight for the integrity 
finanzes has been lost. at least for the 
time being. The chamber of deputies 
refuses to Impose the taxes which must 
be paid if France is to recover her equi- 
librium. The fault is not in the bill 
which M. Briand championed. He was 
willing to make any modifications de- 
sired. He had already made many. The 
bill was opposed, not because it sought 
to impose unnecessary taxes, but because 
it imposed sufficient taxes. The deputies 
were openly accused by M. Doumer, min- 
ister of finance, of cowardice. Every- 
body knows that the charge is true. Al- 
though M. Briand emphasized the special 
necessity of balancing the budget at this 
time, when the foreign situation calls for 
extraordinary exertions on the part of 
France, the deputies consulted their own 
safety rather than the safety or welfare 
of their country. 

The truth is that the people of France 
are unwilling to pay the taxes necessary 
to extricate the government from its dif- 
ficulties. Deputies who have supported 
an adequate tax program have been de- 
feated, and those remaining have been 
intimidated. M. Briand did all that a 
consummately skillful parliamentarian 
could do, but all his eloquence and all his 
prestige as a statesman were in vain. 

Another makeshift cabinet is to be ex- 
pected, with one breakdown after another 
until the people of France are compelled 
by some catastrophe or other to pay taxes 


and gallant 


rather than face the dire alternative of : 


loss of their loans to the government. 
I’rance must either raise revenue or re- 
pudiate the internal debt. As for the 
external debt, it must wait indefinitely. 
The prospect of an adjustment of the 
debts to the United States and Great 
Britain are remote indeed. 

France's strength at the forthcoming 
Geneva conference is greatly impaired by 
the resignation of Premier Briand. He 
will attend the league of nations meeting, 
but as a spectator and not as a foremost 
director of its policy. His counsel will be 
sadly missed; for there is no other 
French statesman of his stature or pres- 
tige. Presumably the plans for enlarg- 
ing the league council by the election of 
Poland and perhaps other states as per- 
manent members will be greatly modified 
because of the change in the French gov- 
ernment. Germany’s chances of gaining 
a seat while excluding other states now 
seem to be greatly enhanced. But it is 
also possible that the lack of M. Briand’s 
influence will enable confusion and strife 
to play havoc at Geneva, with great in- 
jury of the Locarno agreements and the 
enfeeblement of the league of nations. 
The transition of Germany from the po- 
sition of a conquered.nation to a position 
of equality with her former enemies is a 
delicate operation which calls for the 
closest cooperation and statesmanship of 
all the great powers. France’s weakness 
at this juncture is doubly deplorable. 

RAILROAD WORKERS.

Congress fails to make a reapportion- | 


ment, the President or the clerk of the 
House shall notify each State the number 
of representatives to which it is entitled, 
and that number shall prevail until the 
next census. 

The first membership of Congress was 
elected at large. In 1800 the number 
was increased by making the ratio 33,- 
000. In 1810 the ratio was changed to 
39,000. In 1820 the ratio was made 40,-

47,000. In 1840 the ratio was placed at 
70,683, and for the first time the law pro- 
vided that elections should be by dis- 
tricts.

In 1921 a reapportionment bill was re- 
ported from committee, providing for 460 
members at a ratio of 228,882. The rep- 
resentation of 30 States remained as be- 
fore, 16 States gained 27 members, 
while 2 States (Maine and Missouri) 
lost one each. The bill failed to pass; and 
nothing has been done by Congress since 
to change the membership of the House. 

Obviously there must be some limit to 
the membership of the lower house, as 
otherwise it will be unwieldly. The num- 
ber became so large years ago as to re- 
quire the removal of individual seats and 
the substitution of benches similar to 
those in the British house of commons. 
Most people believe that if the member- 
ship of the House could be reduced to 
about 300 or 325, and kept there, the 
country would save money and have its 
legislative business done with less fric- 
tion and more expedition.

The Berliner Tageblatt has been at 
pains to prove what must be regarded as 
an obvious truism, namely, that it is pos- 
sible to combine good work as a literary 
artist with another occupation for the 
earning of one’s living.

In 1861, with the dark war clouds hovering over Washington, on January 
Ist, Mr. W. B. Moses, a Philadelphia Merchant, moved to Washington and es- 
tablished a furniture store. The Capital was in sore need of a store that 
would give the utmost in service and carry at all times the finest furniture 
procurable. The first location was on D Street, between Sixth and Seventh 
Streets Northwest, and at this lecation on January Ist, 1861, was opened 
the first unit of the W. B. Moses & Sons organization. At the opening of the 
store, three carloads of furniture had been ordered, but before this furni- 
ture could be placed on display every piece was sold. While waiting for the 
second shipment of furniture, the store was moved to 508 7th St. N.W., the 
space occupied being the three upper floors of the building. Finding this 
location inadequate in floor space, the business was again moved to the Na- 
tional Intelligencer Building, located at the corner of Seventh and D 
Streets. The business remained in this location until 1869, when the Old 
Avenue House (a hotel) was rented and occupied. This building was lo- 
cated at the corner of Seventh and Pennsylvania Avenue. 


The suites and rooms of the hotel were utilized in a rather novel fashion 
at that time. They were furnished complete as small apartments, or suites, 
and this enabled the customer to see just how the furniture and draperies 
and furnishings would appear in their own homes. This method of show- 
ing furniture instantaneously created very favorable comment. The busi- 
ness remained in the Old Avenue House from 1869 until 1884 when the prop- 
erty at the southwest corner of Eleventh and F Streets was purchased and a 
new building erected. The building was seven stories in height and base- 
ment and sub-basement, making a total of nine stories in all. At this time 
Eleventh and F Streets was considered quite a ways uptown and the ma- 
jority of the business men in Washington thought this a rather foolhardy 
move on the part of W. B. Moses & Sons. However, the far-sightedness of 
the move was proved by the fact that three years later it was necessary to 
build an adjoining building on F Street, and two years later a second addi- 
tion on the Eleventh Street side, and in 1898, a 10-story fireproof warehouse 
and manufacturing plant was erected on the Eleventh Street side. 


The store today might well be called’W. B. Moses & Sons and Sons, be- 
cause since the foundation of the firm in 1861, the business has always 
been under the personal direction of Mr. W. B. Moses, his sons and grandsons.

Ministers and Laymen All 
Voice Interest in Sunday 
Radio Services. 


ARE POPULARLY HANDLED 


Ministers and laymen, church 
communicants and those who sel- 
dom observe a Puritan Sabbath all 
have participated in a renewed let- 
terwriting wave to station WCAP in 
appreciation of the Sunday night 
musical vesper services, the seventh 
of which will be broadcast at 6:20 
o’clock this evening. It seems the 
type of service and the hour have 
contributed alike to draw from the 
radio audience a volume of re- 
sponse. 

The'music, both instrumental and 
vocal, is all standard and chiefly 
sacred, but perhaps general popu- 
larity of the hour may be traced 
more directly to the method of han- 
dling. This task was assigned to 
Paul Gascoigne, manager of WCAP. 
Mr. Gascoigne endeavors to avoid 
letting the performers ‘‘do it all’’— 
that is. he takes carefully into con- 
sideration the nature of the music, 
the fact that it is Sunday and that 
to be successful this one hour of 
the week must engage the partici- 
pation of the radio audience, not 
unlike an old-fashioned prayer 
meeting. Hence the frequent an- 
nouncement ‘‘Now let us sing hymn 
No. 256” or “‘Will the radio audi- 
ence join in reading the first verse 
of ‘Rock of Ages?’ ” followed by the 
playing of the selection by the 
Black and White musical ensemble 
or singing by the quartet. 

The effect is to enlist the spiritual 
interest of a very large radio audi- 
ence. The result, as attested by the 
following letters, is a revival of old- 
time religious enthusiasm, the first 
perhaps to be accomplished by the 
use of radio alone.

IN SPITE OF DROP 


Winter Weather Causes De- 
crease From January in Most 
Sections of Nation. 


HOMES CONSTRUCTION 
SET AT $178,474,800 


Planning of New Work Con- 
tinues at Enormous Rate 
in All Parts. 


In spite of a decided drop from 
January, February’s construction 
contracts reached a very high total, 
according to F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
j tion. Building and engineering con- 
tracts let last month in the 37 
States east of the Rocky mountains 
(including approximately 90 per 
cent of the country’s total) amount- 


ed to $389,899,800. The drop from 
January was 15 percent: but there 
was an increase of 25 per cent over 
February of last year, making last 
month’s figure the highest Febru- 
ary total on record. Extreme winter 
weather conditions probably had a 
good deal to do with the drop from 
January. 

Included in last month’s record 
were: $178,747,800, or 46 per cent 
of all construction, for residential 
buildings; $66,710,800, or 17 per 
cent, for public works and utilities; 
$50,176,700, or 13 per cent, for 
commercial buildings; $40,422,000, 
or 10 per cent, for industrial build- 
ings,' and $20,721,500, or 5 per 
cent, for educational buildings. 

Building and engineering work 
started during the past two months 
has amounted to $847,058,400, be- 
ing an increase of 37 per cent over 
the amount started in the first two 
months of last year. 

The planning of new work con- 
tinues at an enormous rate. Con- 
templated new work reported for 
the 37 States in February amounted 
to $861,141,800, 
per cent over the amount reported 
in January and of 25 per cent over 
the amount reported in February of 
last year. 


New York and New Jersey. 


February construction contracts 
in New York State and northern 
New Jersey amounted to $104,859.- 
500. Although this was a decrease 
of 46 per cent from the very high 
January figure, it was at the same 
time a 65 per cent increase over 
February of last year.

be made on the old North Building 
as the next step in the building pro- 
gram. 


The old North Building, 
ted before the plans for the city of 
Washington were laid out. is one 
of the most historic sites in the 
Capital. This old building has been 
visited by more Presidents of 
United States, perhaps, 
other educational hall in the coun- 
try. $ince the first historic visit of 
George Washington, when he arriv- 
ed unannounced and tied his horse 
to the fence in front of the old 
building, very few Presidents have 
failed to attend ceremonies within 
its walls. 

In addition to other figures of the 
Revolutionary period, Lafayette was 
an honored guest at the old North 
Building on the occasion of his last 
visit to Washington. Another great 
French hero, Marshal Foch, stood 
gn the steps of the building several 
years ago to address the student 
body at Georgetown. 


Paint for Exterior, 


With the exception of installing 
modern plumbing and lighting the 
old North Building is practically 
the same as when first constructed. 
No attempt will be made to change 
the exterior of the historic build- 
ing, except to apply a fresh coat of 
paint, but the interior will be ren- 
ovated throughout. 

Many of the seniors who now oc- 
cupy it will move into the new dor- 
mitory when it is completed, and 
the old north rooms, typical exam- 
ples of the accommodations for 
students in the early days of the 
republic, will be modernized. 

The Rey. Charles W. Lyons, pres- 
ident of the university, is pushing 
the building program, with a result 
that the accommodations at the col- 
lege will be increased from 390 
boarding students, as now, to 
541 when the new dormitory 
completed. The next imperative 
need of the university, President 
Lyons pointed out, is a new medi- 
cal building.

It is of particular 
importance in many science courses 
that screen demonstrations be made, 
and arrangements are being com- 
pleted for obtaining the best films 
for exhibition in conjunction with 
the regular lecture courses.

CAMPAIGN IS STARTED 


Glee Club to Give Concert on 
March 26; Review to Be 
Held April 1. 


The District chapters of the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion have given to George Washing- 
ton university a sum of money, the 
income from which shall be used 
for loans and scholarships. The 
money is to be known as the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Daughters of the 
American Revolution student loan 
fund. Daughters of members of the 
. A. R. attending the university 
are eligible. 

The announcement was made by 
President William Mather Lewis 
yesrterday following the receipt of 
a check from Helen Harmon, treas- 
urer of the District chapters. The 
interest of the patriotic organiza- 
tions is expected to ‘be the means of 
encouraging girls in scholarship and 
in the university. The loan fund 
will probably ‘be augmented from 
year to year. 

Full details of the manner in 
which the money can be obtained 
for those eligible are given out at 
the university. 

President Lewis will speak tomor- 
row ‘before the students of the Hill 
school at Pottstown, Pa., and on 
Tuesday will speak at Philadelphia. 
Dr. Lewis recently spoke before the 
New York alumni. 

Great Year Predicted, 

George Washington university is 
looking forward to one of the great- 
est years in its history. The recent 
announcement that the trustees of 
the educational foundation of the 
National League of Masonic clubs 
is actively engaged in raising a sum 
of $100,000 for the endowment of 
a chair of foreign service will mean 
that a school jis in sight. 

The announcement that the board 
of trustees of the university had au- 
thorized the starting of a campaign 
for an endowment for the third unit 
to be erected for the department of 
arts and sciences is also taken to 
mean that the university will again 
step forward. 

President made the an- 
nouncement the commencement 
on February and it is expected 
that definite steps will be taken by 
both the administration and the 
Masons in furthering the two en- 
dowments. 

The recent announcement that 
George Washington university 
nurses led all of the other schools 
in the city with a mark of 94.83 for 
the nine nurses in the November ex- 
aminations was hailed with consid- 
erable satisfaction in the univer- 
sity. Miss B. B. Thompson is head 
of the nurses and Miss Ethel Schoff 
is instructor. The examining board 
gave figures to show that the near- 
east competitor averaged $2.24 per 
cent, the leading G. W. nurse in 
the examination was Miss Eleanor 
Morrow.

ingtonians a certain ‘‘Washington 
Theater Production, Inc.’ which 
had a short and precarious exist- 


ence ten or more years ag for 
there were those who were badly 
hurt by the failure of that organ- 
ization, which was formed (are 
they not, all of them?) to present 
only the best kind of productions 
to audiences of discriminating 
taste. The “Washington Theater 
Productions’ made only one at- 
tempt, you may remember, a little 
musica] play presented in an un- 
pardonably amateurish manner. 
It was called, “Heigh Ho!” It 
lasted only a moment—hardly 
longer than it takes to say its 
name—and all the hopes and much 
of the money of many Washington- 
jans were spent.and gone. Yet, de- 
spite its failure, few who saw it 
did not realize that there was one 
man in it, the author of its lyrics, 
and composer of much of its music, 
who, in spite of the incompetences 
of the producers, showed that he 
had conceived an idea of charm. 
It was only an idea, illusitve and 
fragmentary, but it sprang from 
the fruitful mind of an artist. 
That artist was Gene Lockhart. 

_I bring back this unpleasant rec- 
ollection of ten years ago to your 
memory, merely because this same 
Gene Lockhart is holding forth his 
own little revue way up Fifth ave- 
nue and 104th street, at the Heck- 
scher theater—and many have gone 
there to see it, with not a few ex- 
pressing their satisfaction in words 
far from meager praise. So, 
thinking you might like to hear 
about it, I accordingly hailed me 
a Fifth avenue bus, which present- 
ly, as the Fifth avenue buses have 
the habit of doing, conducted me 
to my destination. (The Heck- 
scher theater, by the way, is the 
same which served as the last home 
for the modern Hamlet—a home 
that tried to be hospitable, but 
which, however, was but a short 
abiding place; for the public, as 
all the world knows by now, would 
have little to do with Mr. Basil 
Sydney’s interesting experiment in 
rejuvenating Shakespeare.) 

The show at the Hecksher is call- 
ed ‘“‘The Bunk of 1926.”’ Aftér the 
onening chorus, Mr. Lockhart sings 
the title song, ‘‘Bunk,’’ and assures 
us that his entertainment strives to 
be little else. But it is all amusing 
bunk nonetheless—I have seldom 
laughed more gaily in the theater. 
It is all the kind of bunk which 
Gene Lockhart would invent; very 
naive and good natured. As delight- 
ful at times as that which Frank 
Baum delivered in those most price- 
less of books, “‘The Wizard of Oz 
Books’’—and at times it is nearly 
as ingenious. In fact, I would be 
tempted to say that any one who 
loved Baum’s humor would enjoy 
and should not miss, “The Btnk of 
1926.

At the Phillips Memorial gallery 
there is a notable exhibition of the 
paintings of Maurice Sterne on

out the month. 
of Sterne is remarkable. ‘‘He was 
born at Libau, on the Baltic sea; 
und emigrated to New York’s East 
Side with his widowed mother dur- 
ing his early boyhood. At the 
academy schools he won a traveling 
scholarship, which led to his dis- 
eovering Cezanne in Paris and 
Pietorodella Francesca in Italy. Liv- 
ing in a monastery in Greece, hé 
taught himself to see with new eyes 
and to draw with a line purified of 
academic sophistication. He then 
sought direct contact with primitive 
races, 

After three years in the dark 
forests of Bali, Sterne returned to 
New York. His exhibition created 
a stir, but the artist did not linger. 
He Was. again gone to see Mexican 
Indians and his work in sculpture 
became notable. Recéntly in his 
old studio at Anticoli he has done 
the best work of his career.” This 
much for the outer aspects of the 
life of the painter. But of his inner 
life there is much more to be said 
and seen. 

There are nine paintings to be 
seen at the Phillips gallery, the most 
significant of which is ‘‘Afternoon,”’ 
which shows a girl seated against 
the background of the houses and 
mountains of the Old World. Of 
this Mr. Phillips says: ‘* ‘Afternoon’ 
_is glamorous and haunting in its 
sense of ancient mountaitis and an- 
cient «ivilization and melancholy 
with the mood of the shadowed 
dreamer on the baleony, sculptured 
against the glowing lIght on the 
piazza. [tis a picture in which we 
jind a passionate tempermental 
synthesis of the finest qualities of 
Fast and West, archaic and mod- 
ern. The painter has rendered to 
time and place the things which per- 
tain to them of local interest and 
emotional appeal, but that is not all 
that thrills us.’’ 


Rhythm in Evidence. 


There are other paintings that are 
moving and have a quality of seren- 
ity that is impressive. ‘‘The Reap- 
ers’ is rhythmic in movement and 
mellow tn tone.

Busts by Dykaa’. 


An exhibition of portrait busts in 
marble and bronze by the Russian 


of Art. There are nineteen pieces 
in all and they make a remarkable 
showing, especially as the work has 
all been done in two years. About 
two years ago Mr. Dykaar had an 
exhibition of a2 number of his busts 
which were then in clay. Since then 
he has put them in marble himself. 
This is most unusual, as nowadays 
the artist rarely touches the marble 
himself except to smooth off the 
edges and polish the surfaces. Mr. 
Dykaar, however, has cut the mar- 
ble blocks from the first, Which is a 


tremendous undertaking. But the 
skill With which he has achieved 
this difficult task surely makes the 
trouble Worth while. To have ac- 
complished this in the space of two 
years shows unremitting labor. 

The bust of Rabbi Stephen S. 
Wise, the noted Hébrew speaker 
and preacher of New York, who has 
been far too liberal for the liking 
of some of the orthodox of his con- 
gregation, is one of the most strik- 
ing and impressive of the works 
shown. It shows the rabbi with 
bent head in intense thought. The 
finely chiseled features have in 
them much of the idealist as well 
as of the man-of deep thought. 
This is in bronze and is effective 
from an aftistic point of view as 
well as portraying the personality 
of the man. The planes are simple 
and well placed and the modeling 
remarkable. 

In this matter of modeling, the 
artist is preeminent. Especially 4: 
this true in the marble busts, where 
modeling the delicate tonés, the 
light and shades have beén brought 
out so 6ffectively. The work is 
realistic, not mere reproduction, 
but truly a living expression of the 
individuals that he has portrayed. 


Personality Evidenced. 


The artist has been actuated by 
the love and tenderness of the old 
masters which is shown by the care 
and perfection with which he has 
chiseled his faces. There is not a 
hint of hurried work, of slighting 
details of much modern work. The 
consequence is that Mr. Dykaar has 
been more than successful in Ob- 
taining likenesses of his sitters and 
has also been able to influence the 
living personality into the marbls. 
This is really an achievement. In 
much portraiture we are often ac- 
customed to be content with a su- 
perficial likeness or a phase of the 
character of the sitter: —

The result is that she of all art-| 
ists may be said to express her 
own reaction to life; her own soul’s 
ideas. The expression ‘is startling, 
stimulating and vital. Her exhibi- 
tion is now at the Anderson gal- 
leries in New York, where the crit- 
ics have acclaimed her a creative 
artist of the first rank, and where 
her paintings are eagerly sought 
out. Miss O’Keefe herself is quite 
as interesting as her paintings. Her 
personality is serene, sincere and 
delightfully simple without any af- 
fectation of isms or ’ologiés. She is, 
however, an ardent feminist, heart 
und soul in the movement. 

Philip A. de Laszlo has just 
finished two portraits of the Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Coolidge which were 
placed on view at the Corcoran Art 
Gallery yesterday and will be shown 
there until Thursday, when the 
gallery will be closed while the 
rooms will be made ready for the 
reat biennial exhibition which will 
cpen April 4. The two portraits 
are highly successful portrayals of 
the chief executive and the first 
lady of the land. The portrait of 
the President briugs Out a side of 
his character that is not always 
dwelt upon, but which is particu- 
larly attractive and gracious. 

That of Mrs. Coolidge was paint- 
e@ for the University of Vermont, 
of which she is a graduate, and 
shows her in the gown of a gradu- 
ate softly edged with purple, which 
gives a less somber note to the 
black gown. Mrs. Coolidge is ef- 
fectively painted, hér personality, 
always so gracious and vital, is 
drawh with a particularly sympa- 
thetic hand. 


Experience Extensive. 


Mr. de Laszlo, who, is a British 
subject but a Hungarian by birth, 
has a broad culture and a Wide ex- 
perience, as he has painted more 
well-known and promihent people 
than any other living painter. He 
is a delightfully sympathetic per- 
sonality and says that his aim is to 
seek the most attractive and, the 
best point of view. from which to 
view his sittérs. There is always 
the best angle or the most pleasing 
aspect from which to é6ee the sit- 
ter. This he chooses, as he believes 
that it is the true way to paint a 
portrait, as one is really more in- 
terested in beauty than ugliness. 
This is not flattery but truth seek- 
ing.

; Leggings to Be Tested. 


« The quartermaster general of the 
dymy has taken steps to have tests 
made of canves leggins and to:this 
end is shipping to the boards of 
the respective branches of the army 
some 200 pairs of a proposed im- 
proved type. The present leggin 
thas been pronounced unsatisfactory 
in many ways. It does not come 
up to the standard for soldierly ap- 
pearance, and it lacks that degree 
of comfort that is considered es- 
sential to wearers of this article of 
the uniform. 

.. In wet weather it is described as 
being something of- a nuisance, 
through retention of water and the 
consequent inability to dispense 
with distorted shape. Unless it is 
wrapped securely, and even tightly, 
it is liable to become unsightly, and 
when so wrapped it interferes with 
the circulation. The type of leggin 
now being submitted to practical 
trials virtually is that in use prior 
to the world war, and it resembles 
the pattern habitually worn by the 
marines, who regard it with much 
favor. 

Practice Rifle Liked. 


Reports have been received by 
the chief of infantry showing that 
considerable enthusiasm has at- 
tended competitions in the use of 
the new caliber .22 gallery-practice 
rifle. This weapon affords training 
at. places where, due to severe 
weather during certain months of 
the year, it is necessary to conduct 
Small-arms target practice in in- 
door ranges. More than this, the 
cost of ammunition of this type is 
so slight that it is possible to pur- 
Chase out of regimental and other 
funds such.quantities as will en- 
able a few additional competitions 
t6.be conducted among organiza- 
tions.

“Supersonics”—Experiments Being Carried On 


With U.S. and French Devices. 


Difficulties encountered in re- 
{taining the services of scientists 
| who have familarized themselves 
‘with underwater sound research 
work, have been overcome by the 
‘naval bureau of engineering, and 
'much progress has been made in 
further development of apparatus 


| for ascertaining and recording the 


depth of water by automatic calcu- 
lation of the time it takes sound 
to go to the bottom and return. 
These apparatus are so far in ad- 
vance of those originally designed 
that the term ‘“‘supersonics’’ now 
is applied to them. 


Two wooden barges have been 
equipped with experimental super- 
sonic transmitting and receiving in- 
struments, and a supersonic device 
has been purchased from a French 
concern, which has been delivered 
to the barges for research pur- 
poses, and which eventually will be 
installed ov board a survey vessel. 
Arrangements also have been made 
with the same concern for delivery 
of two supersonic detectors which 
will be tested on the barges and 
then installed on cruising vessels.

The purpose of purchasing these) 
devices abroad is to permit United | 
States engineers to have full ad-} 
vantage of the research work that/| 
has been accomplished by the 
French scientist, Prof. Langevin, 
and his associates. 

The work that already has been 
done has resulted in the design of 
supersonic oscillators and electron, 
tube-driving equipment, with which 
underwater telephony at ranges of 
several miles has been maintained. 

All this advance from the depth-’ 
finding proposition has developed | 
into a system of communication 
under water that involves projec- 


through the water in the form of a 
beam. The supersonic equipment 
will be exceedingly useful in sub- 
marines, and it is proposed to equip 
a division of these boats as soon as 
sufficient apparatus can be pro- 
duced, in order that the forces 
afloat may be trained in its uses. 

Some 22 naval vessels now are 
equipped with sonic depth-finders. 
On completion of the projects for 
this. fiscal year, 30 additional ves- 
sels will have them.

OLAVIGE MARKOMEN 
PREPARE TO) ENGAGE 
IN ANNUAL MATCHES 


Doubt Exists as to Holding of 
Army Contests, but Men 
Will Enter Others. 


TEAMS WILL COMPETE 
IN CAMP PERRY TESTS 


Heads of Battle and Scouting 
Fleets Are Directed to 
Name Experts. 


Uncertainty surrounds the queés- 
tion as to whether the national tar- 
get matches will be conducted this 
year. The War Department, over 
the protest of the shooting enthu- 
siasts, failed to include items in 
its budget for the expenses of these 
matches, which heretofore have 
been the outstanding shooting 
events of every year, with excep- 
tion of the war period, and which 
have been shot under the auspices 
of the official national. board for 
the promotion of rifle practice, 
headed by the Assistant Secretary 
of War. The general staff takes 
the position that these matches 
should be held only in alternate 
years. In view of this situation, 
items had to be inserted at the 
Capitol in a pending appropriation 
bill to make the necessary funds 
available, and it remains to be seen 
whether these items remain in the 
bill as finally enacted. 

Marksmen, nevertheless, are con- 
fident that ways and means will be 
found to enable the matches to be 
conducted this year, probably in 
September at Camp Perry, Ohio, as 
has been the custom. Accordingly, 
preparations are going forward in 
the military and naval services to 
organize and train team squads. 
Even if the national matches are 
not held, individuals and teams 
representing branches of the gov- 
ernment services will enter the Na- 
tional Rifle association matches at 
Camp Perry, and there will be some 
entries in the New England Rifle 
association matches at Wakefield, 
Mass., the interstate tournaments at 
Sea Girt, N. J., and the matches to 
be conducted next fall at Philadel- 
phia under the auspices of the Ses- 
quicentennial Exposition. 


Captain Is Selected. 


Maj. Clair W. Baird, who was 
captain of the coast artillery teams 
in 1924 and 1925, will serve in a 
similar capacity this year of a team 
that will be organized for various 
matches. 

Preparations for assembly of 
promising shots and organizations 
of an infantry team are under way. 
Lieut. Col. Kirwin T. Smith, at- 
tached to the infantry school at 
Fort Benning, Ga., was captain of 
the team last year, and it is desired 
to have him serve this year. How- 
ever, at present he is under treat- 
ment at Army and Navy Generai 
hospital, Hot Springs, Ark., and 
he may not be available. 

AfTrrangements also are being 
made for organization of a cavalry 
team, but the team captain and 
other details have not been deter- 
mined. If the national matches are 
to be shot, the corps of engineers 
will enter a team, but that corps 
will not train a team merely for the 
other matches. 

The navy already is preparing to 
put a strong team of expert rifle 
and pistol shots in the field for the 
national and such other matches as 
it may be deemed advisable to en- 
ter. Lieut. Comdr. Willis A. Lee, 
jr., attached to the New York navy 
yard, who was captain of the 1925 
team, will head this year’s team. 

The commanders in chief of the 
battle and scouting fleets each have 
been directed to recommend fifteen 
of the most promising shots from 
among the enlisted men and the 
commander of the special service 
squadron five, for try-outs, the best 
shots of last year’s team, so far as 
they are available, will be given 
troy-outs, and officers also have 
been invited to enter the competi- 
tions for team membership. 


Navy Seeks Range. 


One problem that confronts the 
navy in the matter concerns.a suit- 
able place for conducting the try- 
outs and training the team squad. 
Heretofore, this has been done on 
the range at Annapolis, but that 
tract is not available this year, as it 
is being used for aviation instruc- 
tion of midshipmen. 

The marine corps, of course, wil] 
enter rifle and pistol teams in the 
worth-while matches. The marines 
are going ahead with their usual 
program of small-arms training 
and divisional and other competi- 
tions this spring, and by May they 
will have ascertained who are the 
most competent shots to represent 
the corps in the N. R. A., national 
and other matches.

George Washington Post. 

The seventh anniversary of the 
organization of George Washington 
post, No. 1, the pioneer post of the 
American Legion, will be celebrated 
this afternoon at 3:30 o’clock at 
the clubhouse, 1829 I street north- 
west, with appropriate ceremonies. 

The principal speaker will be Sen- 
ator Lawrence D. Tyson, of Ten- 
hessee. Brief remarks will be made 
by E. Lester Jones, who was the first 
commander of the post, and later 
was the first department commander 
in the American Legion, and J. J. 
Murphy, the present commander of 
the post. There will be musical 
humbers and other features. 

George Washington post, No. 1, 
which has the distinction and honor 
of being the first post of the Amer- 
ican Legion, holds a commanding 
position in the national organiza- 
tion, and has always taken an im- 
portant part since its formation 
seven years ago. On February 5, 
1919, there was held in the Cosmos 
club, this city, an informal meeting 
for the purpose of considering the 
formation of a national veterans’ 
organization. A call was issued 
February 23, 1919, for a caucus in 
the Cosmos club, March 7, 1919, 
and at that meeting more than 375 
persons were present. On February 
15, a representative group of ofifi- 
cers and men, who were still over- 
seas met in Paris and initiated a 
movement for a similar organiza- 
tion. 


On March 7, however, the first 
unit was organized, officers elected 
and Gen. John J. Pershing notified 
by cable of the new veterans’ or- 
ganization. It was the sentiment of 
those present at this meeting that a 
national organization should be 
formed. Eight days later a caucus 
was held in Paris, March 15, all 
branches of the service being rep- 
resented. 

The organization formed there 
was similar to the one formed in 
this city, which was first known as 
Gen. Pershing post, No. 1. On May 
8, 9 and 10 a delegation represent- 
ing the post attended the caucus 
held at St. Louis, Mo., Gen. Per- 
shing post being the only one fully 
organized and functioning when the 
meeting was called to order. 

At the St. Louis caucus the pre- 
amble of the American Legion was 
adopted, as submitted by the dele- 
gation from Gen. Pershing post. 
This preamble was permanently 
adopted at the first 


vember, 1919. 
mitted the first draft of a constitu- 
tion, 
ganization its foundation. 

The post has been represented at | 
every department and national con- 
vention in the history of the largest | 


The post colors have been in attend- | 
ance at every national convention | 
and helds a 100 per cent record in 
this connection, having seven silver | 


since 1919. The colors have trav- 
eled 20,763 miles. It is the only 
post in the Department of the/Dis- 
trict of Columbia with this record, 
and possibly one of the few posts in 
the United States with that record. 

The post also has the distinction 
of having one of its members élect- | 
ed the first national commander, 
Henry D. Lindsley, at Minneapolis 
in 1919; the first post and depart- 
ment commander in the United 
States, E. Lester Jones, who is 
chairman of the exercises this aft- 
ernoon, and the first post and first 
department adjutant in the United 
States, Howard §S. Fisk, who also 
served as commander of his post in 
1921, in addition to holding many 
department positions. 


Past Commander Fisk, who will 
attend the exercises this afternoon, 
has never missed a meeting of his 
post since its organization on March 
7, 1919; has been a delegate from 
his post to every one of the 14 de- 
partment conventions and has been 
either a delegate or alternate to 
every one of the seven national 
conventions, holding a 100 per cent 
attendance record and the only one 
with this distinction in this depart- 
ment.

Oxygen Decarbonizing Apparatus. 


Any car owner 
use the oxygen method of remov- | 
ing carbon from the cylinders of 


his engine can make an apparatus 
for this purpose at small expense. 
The basic equipment is an oxygen 
bottle of the type used by physi- 
cians, holding 30 cubic feet of the 
gas. With 4 or 5 feet of rubber 
tubing and a couple of feet of. cop- 
per tubing on the end of that, the 
apparatus is complete. The bottle 
is about 18 inches long, and the 
whole outfit may be carried in the 
tool box. 


Uses of Manila Rope. 


One of the most useful things to 
carry in the car on tour is 25 feet 
of half-inch manila rope, which has 
almost endless uses. In the first 
place, it is admirable.tow rope. It 
can be wrapped around axle and 
spring after some of the spring 
leaves have been broken, to go 
home without breaking the rest of 
the leaves. It can be cut in two 
and wrapped around the rear tires 
to give traction in some mud hole 
where it would be impossible to 
fasten the chains. The rope can 
even ‘be used as a tire when the 
last spare has blown out, and will 
save the rim on the journey home. 

Mounting Tight Rim. 

Every motorist has experienced 
trouble in mounting rims. The rim 
seems suddenly to have shrunk so 
that the joint persists in striking 
the wheel felloe. A small screw- 
jack placed in position on the hub 
can be used to spring the joint of 
the rim outward far enough to per- 
mit the rim to be slipped into 
place. 


Making a Spring. 


To make a spring of a given size, 
get a bolt of that size and place it 
in a vise. Secure the end of the 
spring wire to the head of the bolt 
and wind the wire in the threads 
of the bolt. After the desired

In the Absence of a Jack 


The writer recently had the mis- 
fortune to have the lifting jack re- 
moved from his car during the night 
and unaware of it drove into the 
country the following day only to 
have a blowout occur on the open 
road. The wheel was raised first by 
driving it upon a flat rock suitably 
placed. With the wheel in this 
position it was a question merely of 
looking “ound the roadside for 
another rock. or log which could be 
placed under the raised axle. When 
found, the flat rock was forced out 
by means of a sledge and the wheel 
thus remained off the ground ready 
for the mounting of the new tire.

F you want to see the real Paris 

underworld, go to the “‘Assas- 
sin’s Bar.” 

Another guide had offered to take us 
to the ‘Skeleton in the Sewer,’ where 
we could dine on slabs stolen from the 
morgue, but we decided to start our 
round at the “‘Assassins” and take our 
lives into our hands. At some future 
time, we thought, we would enjoy a meal 
at the “Skeleton,” after visiting “The 
Smoking Dog,’ the ‘‘Guillotine Cellar” 
and ‘“‘Marie-the-Braineater.”’ 

It was 3 o'clock in the morning and 
freezing cold.

Half-Forgotten Romances of American History 


RUTHERFORD B. HAYES AND LUCY WEBB

HREK periods of the women of the 
White House was ended with the pass- 
a 


ing of Mrs. William McKinley from the 

position of first lady of the land. The 
first period was the revolutionary period, at 
least, Women who had lived through those 
days that tried men’s souls and women’s as 
well. 

But with the end of the administration of 
John Quincy Adams: ‘came in a new genera- 
tion of inen and women who attracted public 
notice and the women who came to hold the 
higtfest place of honor in the land were the 
fepresentatives of this second era of the 
country’s history. Many of them were social 
queens. ‘ 

With the Hayes administration came in 
another type, the achieving American woman. 
forerunner of the modern feminist interested 
in matters outside of her immediate house- 


hold, a comrade and helpmate and real com- 
panion to the man in the White House. 

So marked in achievement was the social 
udministration of Mrs. Hayes, so inspiring 
in its high example to other women that the 
fact that her marriage to the future Presi- 
dent was the culmination of a beautiful ro- 
mance is often forgotten. 

Frequently men in college are attracted by 
iown girls to the extent of marrying them.

In Chillicothe, Ohio, in the early part of 
the nineteenth century Dr, and Mrs. James 


Webb, of a distinguished pioneer family, had 
a handsome bevy of daughters. In 1833 Dr. 
Webb died but his wife, a lady of unusual 
strength of character and religious convic- 
tions, was determined that the college educa- 
tion planned for her daughter, Lucy Webb, 
should come to realization. So she moved 
to Delaware, Ohio, to be-near the Wesleyan 
university there, for her sons and where Miss 
Lucy could prepare for entrance to the Wes- 
leyan Female college at Cincinnati. 

Lucy had all the advantages of the college 
professors at Delaware in her preparations. 
Soon she was prepared to enter the Cincinnati 
college.

- At one of the parlor gntertainments of this 
congenial tamily group éhe was introduced to 
“ 


Rutherford B. Hayes, a promising young law- 
ver of the Cincinnati of the day and a native 
of Delaware, Ohio. 

The acquaintance ripened at once into close 
friendship. It was noticed that young Hayes 
was an assiduous attendant at the Friday 
evening receptions held at the college parlors 
and whenever possible he selected Lucy Webb 
as his partner. He found rivals, of course, 
for the pretty girl was very attractive but 
he persisted in his suit. 

“My friend Jones has introduced me to 
many of our city beHes, but I do not see any 
one who makes ‘me forget the natural gayety 
and attractiveness of Miss Luey.”’ 

The young woman’s') schoolmates held 
many pleasant memories of her. One of 
them, writing of her in 1880, while she was 
vet in the White House, referred to her great 
likeness to her mother in mental and moral 


qualities in this wise, and thus speaks of 
one of her traits of character. She said: 

‘There is one trait in the character of 
Mrs. Hayes which I should like to emphasize. 
She absolutely will not talk gossip. Even 
in the intimate confidences of daily inter- 
course she is as guarded as in the presence 
of a multitude. The executive mansion has 
for its mistress one who is a living exemplifi- 
cation of Christ’s Golden Rule. Except in 
yery rare instances, when some act of oppres- 
sion to the poor or the defenseless outrages 
her sense of right, she is always thoroughly 
kind in expression. I think this trait of care- 
fulness for the feelings of others a gift from 
her mother, who had a nature exceedingly 
genial and kind. It is indeed a blessed thing 
for our country that such a woman had the 
training ef our President’s wife.’’ 

While yet at school Miss Webb became a 
member of the Methodist Episcopal church, 


and was even in those early vears ardently 
attached to the duties and requirements of a 
Christian life. In this, as in other respects. 
she followed closely in the footsteps of her 
mother. i 

In 1852, just two vears subséquent to her 
meeting with Mr. Hayes, the voung lady, 
whom he had courted most assiduously while 
she was yet engaged with her studies, became 
his bride. 

The marriage ceremony was performed by 
Professor L. D. MeCabe, of the Wesleyan 
university, and the only attendant of the 
voung couple was a pretty child of eight 
years, the daughter of the bridegroom’s onl 
sister. It was a simple, unpretentious wed: 
ding, attended bv loving friends, and crowned 
by the most absolute affection. 

It proved to be a marriage of absolute 
happiness, and the successful career of Mr

The Effect of Rugs

tugs play an important part in the struc- 
tural appearance of a room, and the effect is 
spoiled when rugs are placed at angles to 
the walls. So often cCONRe® across rugs

have no meaning. They deny 
that the room is structurally sound. The one 
who places them so generally does it in the 
belief that they make a room look more home- 
like, ‘more cozy"’ as the saying goes. But 
it is a theory that is based On a misunder- 
standing. 

Evycry trained decorator knows that a rcom 
must appear structually sound in order to be 
pleasing and restful. Of course, we all know 
that a room in which we live is really strac- 
turally sound or the floor would not hold us 
and the walls would collapse, but the defini- 
tion of the word ‘“‘to decorate’ reads ‘‘to 
adorn.’ and our furnishings are planned to 
make us comfortable and to decorate our 
rooms as well—-in other words, to adorn them. 
Only when a room is pleasing to the eye and 
restful will it prove comfortable, and surely

appear other than it is, which is structurally 
in decorating it we do not wish to make it 
sound. The floor, then, should. be consid- 
ered a flat surface standing within the boun- 
daries of the four walls. When we place our 
rugs so that their outlines follow the wall 
boundaries, we allow the floor to appear as it 
should. When we place our rugs so that their 
borders are opposed to the boundaries of the 
floor, we introduce into the scheme an ele- 
ment of restlessness, because opposing lines 
are bound to create confusion. 

When we place several small rugs across 
the width of a narrow room we do not oppose 
any of its structural lines. We seemingly 
augment its width, but we follow its bouin- 
daries. When we place rugs at any but right 
angles to the walls, we make negative the 
room's structural plan. 

When completing your decorative scheme, 
then, remember that lines will change the 
appearance of your floor as well as the ap- 
pearance of your walls and that through the 
lines we place on the’ floor, through the me- 
dium of rugs, we can make or mar the charm 
of a room.—From the Designer Magazine for

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RACING DOG BEATS. 
FASTEST SPRINTER 


In recent months whippet racing has be- 
come an increasingly popular sport in many 
parts of America; among country clubs in the 
neighborhoods of large Eastern cities, and es- 
pecially in California, where handicap meets 
are held weekly the year round. And the 
reason for this popularity probably lies in the 
fast that, pound for pound, the whippet is 
tlie fastest animal that runs-—provided the 
running is done over a course of 200 yards. 

It has been proved in many coursing 
mutches that a wild rabbit, given 30 yards’ 
start on one of these little racing dogs, is 
doomed to certain destruction. A good whip- 
pet, well trained, can run 200 yards in 12 
seconds. This means that the whippet trav- 
els at an average speed of slightly more than 
16% yards a second, says Popular Science 
Monthly for April. The racing greyhound, 
the whippet’s big brother in dogdom, runs 
faster than that, but if handicapped accord- 
ing to size—-which would give the whippet a 
start of 90 yards in a 200-yard race—the 
whippet would prove the faster. 

Comparison of the whippet with the human 
rumner makes the world’s fastest sprinter 
seem slow. Charley’ Paddock’s record for 200 
yards is 19 seconds—an average speed of 
about 10% yards a second. A good whippet 
could give Paddock a handicap of 60 yards 
mm ep 200-yard race and beat him so easily that 


-_ 


the finish wouldn’t be exciting. The highest 
speed ever attained by a human runner-— 
about 11% yards a second, in the second 60 
yards of a record equaling 100-yard race— 


doesn’t compare favorably with the pace of 
these little dogs that are bred for running 
and nothing but running. 

Even where he is supplied with mechanical 
aids, the human athlete would have little 
chance against a whippet over the dog’s fa- 
vorite distance. The 200-yard record for ice 
skating is more than 5 seconds slower than 
the standard time for whippets. Frank 
Kramer set a world record by riding a bicycle 
a quarter of a mile in 28 2-5 seconds. If a 
whippet had been running against the great- 
est of cyclists on that occasion, the dog would 
have passed the 200-yard mark with a lead of 
at least 10 -yards. 

All of which shows that whippet racing is a 
speedy sport—and explains why it is becom- 
ing so popular.

I can not, somehow, get used to the idea of 
settling important court actions with a mov- 
ing picture, If’one who loves a child better 
than the parent does is entitled to the pos- 
session of that child, why not turn a horse 
or a house over to a stranger who can show, 
by the display of emotion, that he thinks 
more of them than does the one who owns 
them.

The dispute over littie Irene—her full name 
is Mabel Irene——is the result of a family 
tragedy that occurred soon after the birth of 
the child. The father, a brother of Mrs. Irene 
Goosen, deserted his wife and baby, leaving 
them practically destitute. When Irene was 
6 weeks old the mother turned her over to 
the aunt, as she found it impossible to care 
for the child and earn her living. 

Nearly a year ago the mother found. her- 
self in improved financial circumstances, and 
decided to take the little girl to her home. 
Mrs. Goosen, who had become greatly attached 
to her pretty little niece, refused to surrender 
her, declaring that as she had nursed and 
cared for her since babyhood, her rights as 
foster mother took precedence over 
other claim, 

Mrs. Przybla thereupon instituted habeas 
corpus proceedings. At the trial Mrs. Goosen, 
stoutly holding to her claims of greater right 
and depending upon the fact of possession, 
added the argument that her niece loved her 
wholeheartedly, while she had no affection 
for the mother, whom she did not even know, 
and that separation would cloud the child’s 
life with unhappiness. Her attorneys de- 
clared that the welfare of the child must 
be considered before the rights of either 
mother or aunt, and they seem to have con-

After nearly two days of weighing and 
balancing the rival claims, the judge decreed 
the child must become a ward of the State. 
This ruling was a hoax to enable the court to 
secure the evidence supplied by the movie

As the judge was setting forth his reasons 
for the bogus ruling the camera man was 
grinding out his film. Following the filming 
the judicial ‘‘show’’ was thrown upon the 
screen, and for the first time in history an 
American court went to the movies to decide 
the fate of a child.

On Sun- 
days the inn was closed. Bobby grew to-know 
of this. He provided for it-by hiding meat 
scraps under tombstones to eat on this off 
day. 

Kindly people several times picked him up 
and carried him off to their own homes. But

always he cried aud struggled io get loose 
until they set him free. Then back he would 
rush to the grave. 

Hié lav there in baking summer heat and in 
the coldest sturms of winter, refusing shelter 
upyvwhere. 

By the time Bobby had lived thus for neur- 
ly nine years, some officious busy-body in the 
city; government decided he ought to be put 
to déath as a tramp dog, or else that some one 
should pay his license. 

At once there was such a clamor of indigna- 
tion that the case was dropped in a hurry. 
To emphasize the little fellow’s popularity, a 


subscription was taken up and an engraved 


collar bought for him. 

It was inscribed, ‘‘Gray Friars Bobby.” The 
terricr seemed to take a genuine pride in 
wearing the costly gift. 

The famous artist, Gourley Steele, was at 
tracted by the story of the faithful Bobby, 
and made a careful study of him. Then he 
painted his portrait, depicting Bobby as lying 
patiently on the grave, his shaggy head be- 
tween his paws. 

Probably you have seen this picture. It is 
well known everywhere. 

Yor the unbelievably long space of 14 
vears, Gray Friars Bobby continued to guard 


his master’s grave, refusing to leave it except 
for food and for an occasional very short 
walk into the town. 

By that time he wes a local institution. 
Niverybody knew him and loved him. 

Then, late in 1871, he began suddenly to 
grow very feeble and stiff. The best veteri- 
narians in Edinburgh did all in thelr power 
for bim. Hut he was suffering from that in- 
curable and inevitable disease kuown as Old 
Age; a malady which attacks dogs too soon, 
ut best. Few of them live to Bobby's age. 

On the morning of January 14, 1872, he 
was found lying stretched across his master’s 
vrave, dead. 

Loving hands buried him near the spot he 
had guarded so long. His collar was hung 
up im one of the anterooms of the church. 
The good little dog was more sincerely 
mourned than are many humans. 

Later, «a drinking fountain was erected to 
his memory, with a carven statue of him on 
top of it and an inscription telling his story. 

It was erected by the wife of a rich banker, 
who had been touched by the terrier’s Jife- 
long devotion to his master’s memory and 
who chose this way of perpetuating his fidel- 
ity.

He sjmply is called Gopher, More than 
once J] have had holes pointed out to me us 
Gopher holes, when they were the holes of 
this Tortoise. Now, the true Gopher is a ro- 
dent,-—a rather ugly looking, four-footed, big- 
pouched mammal who lives chiefly under- 
ground. He {is found in many parts of the 
West and through the Northwest, as well as 
in Georgia and Florida. In the West he bears 
his proper name of Gopher. But in Florida 
and Georgia the Tortoise is a Gopher, and 
the Gopher is a Salamander.

Some of the largest of these Tortoises ut- 
tain a weight of a dozen to fifteen pounds. 
Their club-shaped feet distinguish them at 
once from the fresh-water turtles, or Terra- 
pins, the latter having webbed feet. He is 
by no means a handsome fellow, but in some 
parts of his domain he is regarded with great 
favor—“Gopher gumb®’ being a dish highly 
thought of.

Yowler the Bobcat. 


Comperatively few people realize how Yow- 
ler the Bobcat has held his own in even the 
most thickly settled States.

It is ealled Wildcat in some places, 
and Bobeat in others. Unlike its larger 
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relative, the Cougar or Panther, it has 
uo mere stub of a tail. It shares this distince- 
tion with its Northern cousin—-the Canada 
Lynx, a larger-footed, fiercer animal. The 
Bobeat is found in almost all States where 
there are large areas of forest or rough coun- 
try. Like most yale Be is a2 sneak. Much 
of his hunting is done by lying in wait. He 
lives largely on small mammals and birds. 
Undoubtedly the screams of one of these cats 
often has been credited to the Panther. The 
Bobeat is most destructive to gaine birds, 
and in places is a serious factor in the de- 
struction of small’ game. 

Sanmmy Jay Goes Mousing. 

What good is a Blue Jay? That question 
frequently is asked me. Well, for one thing, 
he is good to look at. I get a great deal of 
joy from looking at Sammy Jay. He is about 
my home and feeding at my window shelf 
every day. But I suspect that Sammy has 
other good qualities with which he is not 
generally credited. Here is Mr. William 
Wrightmyer, with something to say on this 
subject: 

“Most people have very little use for the 
Blue Jay, hut I think he is a grand old chap,” 
says Mr. Wrightmyer. ‘“‘Some years ago my 
father-in-law and I started for a walk. We 
crossed a sandy spot on which nothing but 
a few scrub pines and some bunch grass grew 
We saw a Blue Jay hovering some 10 or 15 
feet above a large bunch of grass, Which 
stood above the four inches of snow. Sud- 
denly the Jay dove into the grass. In a 4ew 
seconds he emerged emptyhanded, so to 
speak, and took up his former position. A 
second time he dove. This time he camo up 
with a fleld mouse. After killing the mouse, 
he flew with it to a dense grove of éver- 
greens,” 

I wonder who else has even seen the Blue 
Jay catch mice. If he does this to any extent 
it should be placed to his credit. We hear 
many bad things about this handsome bird, 
particularly in the nesting season. But peo- 
ple ever have been more ready to think and 
say evil than good of another, Certainly, 
the Blue Jay brings a welcome bit of color to 
the dreary winter landscape. I have watched 
him tear to pieces the winter webs of the 
Brown-tailed Moth. He by all odds is one 
of the most entertaining of all our feathered 
neighbors. I do not like to hear him so unqual- 
ifledly condemned as he frequently is. How- 
ever, when he is detectod in destroying eggs 
and the young of other birds he @ecomes a 
pest.

Ilarry Soldan wants to know if there are | 
any poisonous lizards and, !f so, where thes 
are found. He also asks what a chameleon 
is and about its habits. 

The Gila monster is the only poisonous — 
lizard in the United States. It is found only | 
in southern Arizona and New Mexico. The | 
chameleon, and by that I presume you mean 
the American chameleon, is a lively, com- 
paratively small lizard found from North 
Carolina to Florida, west to Texas, and in 
Mexico and Cuba. It has the power to change 
color. Great numbers of them have been 
sent North as pets. f: 

Mr. William I. LaFond found in an inch | 
board a cylindrical hole neatly bored with *§ 
the grain of the wood for a distance of severa!

| Medallion by Famous Artist 
Found by Antique Dealer 


From a Washington dealer in antiques the 
Smithsonian institution qe unexpectedly ob- 
tained an excellent brofWze medallion, prob- 
ably executed by the famous Italian seulptor, 
Antonio Canova, of its founder, the English 
scientist, James Smithson. On the back is 
the rough inscription, “James Smithson, 
1817.’’ The medallion bears an injtial letter, 
evidently of the artist who made it, which 
seems to be an old-fashioned “C." 

A plan is under consideration to have 
bronze replicas of this medallion made for 
presentation to all persons who respond to 
the Smithsonian institution’s appeal for funds 
in its effort te add $10,000,000 to its endow- 
ment-——the first appeal it has made for finan- 
cial aid since it was founded with money let! 
in trust to the United States by Smithson, 
just 100 years ago. 

Ruel P. Tolman, assistant curator of 
graphic arts of the Smithsonian institution, 
who has charge of the personal relies of 
Smithson, has written to « man in Italy, au- 
thor of a life of Canova, in an effort to 
discover whether the famous Italian sculptor 
ever made a medallion of Smithson. It is 
considered to be quite likely that Be did, for 
Canova and Smithson were contemporaries 
and the English sefentist spent much of his 
time in Italy, where he died. 

Mr. Tolman is taking nothing for granted, 
however, especially in view of the fact that 


the single letter on the medallion may pos- 
sibly be a “T.”’ He wrote to a museum at 
Copenhagen and inquired about the possi- 
bility of the medallion having been executed 
by Albert Thorwaldsen, a Danish sculptor of 
the same period, who did much of his work 
in Italy. A reply came which convinced Myr. 
Tolman that it iss not the work of 
waldsen. 

A curious circumstance in connection with 
the discovery of the medallion is that among 
the relices of Smithson in the possession of the 
Smithsonian institution, is a dt of the same 
medallion, with no inscription on it. The 
late Prof. S. P. Langley, third secretary of 
the Smitsonian institution, in his life of 
Smithson, wrote: 

‘We have a likeness of him taken from u 
medallion. executed probably in the years 
when he was most active in these scientitic 
labors. The precise date of the medallion, a 
reproduction of which is here given, is un- 
known,”’ 

The dealef in anfiques says he obtained the 
medallion from a collector of old coins. How 
it came into his possession ts a mystery. 
There is a recard of such a medallion once 
having been in the possession of the Smith- 
sonian institution, byt it was lost long ago. 

The medallion is an artistic piece of work 
und resembles the work of Canova. Replicas 
of it would have artistic value and historical 
interest.

Such blind crossing of 
types produces only accidental excellence, 
and this excellence is likely to disappear in 
the second generation.  «

should- bexin as in plant improvement-—-at 
the beginning, in the infancy ofa child.

The mother 
upon whom the sole care of the family de- 
volved, and the only parent her boy ever 
knew, was a character of rare sweetness and 
strength. She was leit in straitened circum- 
stances, but was a self-reliant woman and i 
rood manager, and she was able to give her 
childrem excellent educational advantages, 

Mr. Hayes was a graduate of Kenyon col- 
lege, Ohio, and of the Cambridge (Harvard) 
Law school. In 1845 he was admitted to 
practice before the Supreme Court of Ohio, 
and began his legal life in Fremont. He re- 
moved to Cincinnati in 1560, and resided 
there for many years. 

He was twice elected city attorney of Cin- 
cinnati, and at the outbreak of the civil war 
entered the army as major of the Twenty- 
third Ohio Volunteers. During the war he 
was four times wounded and served with dis- 
tinction until the close, though he was elected 
to Congress before peace was declared. 

Mrs. Hayes spent two summers and a 
winver taking care of her husband's soldiers, 
and they loved her for her motherly minis- 
trations to them in their hours of sicknesg 
and mental dejection. 

At the’ battle of South Mountain Col. 
Hayes was severely wounded and his wife, 
learning of his condition, hastened to Wash- 
ington, where she expected to find him in 
some one of the hospitals. Failing to get 
tidings of him, she went on to Frederick, 
accompanied by a relative. 

At last, in the village of Middletown, Md., 
she found him, cared for bv her brothers, 
one of whom was surgeon of the regiment. 
She was a welcome addition to the colonel’s 
corps of nurses, and as sO00n as she was 
established beside him h's impravement be- 
gan."The family in whose house the wounded 
colonel lay said of her long afterward: 

“The moment she crossed our threshold we 
knew she was a good woman, and natural 
lady.

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QO) presence to the sick and tit 
iving. ier mild manners and unaffected 
kindly ways won her friends everywhere, and

RESIDENT COOLIDGE, without question, 


has talked to more people than any other 
one man in the world, since he is a frequent 
speaker before the microphone, and at his 
inauguration, March 4 .of last year, he talked 
not only to the many thousands that sur- 
ounded the Capitol, but by a hook-up of 21 
radio stations, which were connected by long- 
distance telephone lines from Washington. 
his voice was carried to every section of the 
United States, and even to Canada and Mex 
ico. 

An interesting and novel feature of this 
inauguration was the fact that photographs 
of the inaugural party, taken in Washing- 
ton, were transmitted by telephone lines to 
New York, Chicago and San Francisco, where 
they appeared in papers the same day. ‘The 
telephotograph system, by whieh pictures are 
transmitted over telephone lines was de 
veloped by engineers of the American Tele 
phone & Telegraph Co. and the Western 
ilectric Co., Inc., and they were first used 
in 1924 between New York, Cleveland and 
Chicago. 

On the National Defense days, September 
12, 1924, and July 4, 19256, radio broadcast 
ing stations were connected by long-distance 
telephone lines and the corps area headquar- 
ters of the United States were tied-in with 
the army headquarters at Washington, so 


that the commanding officers could give their 


report directly to the Secretary of War and 


.the commander of the army. On the last 


National Defense day, 28 broadcasting sta. 
tions and more than 70,000 miles of tele 
phone circuit were connected by the Bell 
system, when it reported for duty at the War 
Department in Washington. 

The Bell system is composed of the Ameri 
can Telephone & Telegraph Co. and

ciated companies, which furnish telephone 
service to more than 70,000 cities and towns 
in the United States and Canada, the Chesa 
peake & Potomac Telephone Co., one of the 
ussociated companies, maintains its head- 
quarters at Washington.

the telephone there has been a remarkable 
economic development in the United States 
that has made this perhaps the most remark 
able half-century in American history.
